T He beſt place to diſpoſe of a piece of money,is in the 
palme ofthe hand, and the beft piece for convey- 
anceis a teſtor, but with praQice all will be alike. 
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A notable trick to transform a Connter 
M10 4 Groat. 


Ake a Groat, or ſome leſſe pecce of mony, and 

grinde it very thin at the one ſide, and take two 
Counters and grinde them, the one onthe one fide, the 
other on the other ſide , glew the ſmooth ſide of the 
Groatto the ſmooth ſide of one of the Counters, ioyn- 
iog them ſo cloſe together as may bee, ſpecially at the 
cdges, which may be ſo filed, as they ſhall ſeeme to be 
bur one peece 3; to wit, one {ide a counter, the other 
ſide agroat. Then rake alittle green wax, and lay it 
upon the ſmoorh ſide of the one counter, as ir do.not 
much diſcolour the groat ; and ſo will that counter 
with the groat cleave rogether, as though they were 
glewed, and being filed even with the groat and the 
orher counter, # will ſeeme ſo like a perfeR catire 
counter, that though a ſtranger handle it, hee (hall nor 
bewray it; then having a little couched your forefinger 
and thethumb of your right hand with (oft wax, rake 
therewith this counterfeit connter, and lay it. down 0-

may be (hewed by the ſame Cards. For the Dicc,ſome 
may bee forged longer towards one fide, ſo that the 
weight of one fide may draw up the other : other ſome 
arc flatter, For by this meagcs (having learntto retaine 
them handſomly) one may» have the, game at com- 
mand, caſting and retaining upon all occaliens which 
he plcaſeth; morcover, for the Cards there are dicere 
other tricks of which thoſe that are Cheaters make 
continuall praftice, as nipping them, turning up one 
corner, marking them with littie ſpots 3; but I will not 
and upon theſe, for in this our couſening age, there 
are too many that can leatn ſuch knavery faſt cnough 
without teaching, only take this by the way : Thoſe 
that have mony in their purſes, let them beware of 
Carding and Dicing, leaſt they wiſhthey had, when 
itis tqo late.
